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1. Claims 55-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The features "Matable electrical connector having power and signal capabilities", "a power 
receptacle" and "a power plug" recited in claims 55-57 are unclear since these features are not 
originally disclosed in the specification and considering to be new matter. Applicant is required to 
cancel these features in the claims 55-57. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this OfiBce action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

3 . (b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 55-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Davis et al 
(843), 

Insofar as the claims can be understood, the disclosure of Davis shows each and every 
element set forth in the claims For example: Figs 9 and 1 1 show a power receptacle having a 
receptacle housing 2, a conductive receptacle contact 6 with a pair of walls (not labeled), fig. 3 
shows a power plug having a plug housing (2, 7), a conductive plug 6 with a pair of spaced walls 
(not labeled) having plates 9, distal portions of the plates having projections forming an air gap. 
As the claim 58, the distal portions of the plates 9 could come into contact with each other. 
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5. Applicants arguments filed 9/13/02 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
In response to applicant's remarks in pages 3-4, applicant states that "the walls of Davis is 

not capable for air to be passed between the walls". The examiner disagrees because the space 
between the plates 9 of Davis is clearly big enough to have air passing therebetween. Also 
applicant states that the various members between the fingers 9 will inhibit heat flow. The 
Examiner disagrees since the space between the fingers is clearly big enough to allow heat flowing 
therebetween. 

The other remarks are considered to be fiiUy addressed in the rejection above.
